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Continuation of 13. Other: With regard to the applicants' remarks/arguments filed on March 13, 2006 set forth in the last line of page 10, 
applicants argue that the reference to Fischer (Patent Number 5,131,807) does not disclose one piece center housing so that "there is no 
way that the thrust disk and thrust bearing can be inserted into the bore from on end". The examiner disagrees with the applicants, since 
the center housing of Fischer is clearly one piece wherein the shaft is being therethrough. Additionally, the applicants' desired result of 
"the thrust disk and thrust bearing being capable inserted into the bore from one end" is not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).. 
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
